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The  same  four  years  we  as  freshmen  once  looked  forward  to  in 
anticipation,  we  now  as  graduates  find  ourselves  looking  back  upon 
with  a sense  of  pride  and  accomplishment.  They  have  been  four  rich 
years  in  which  we  acquired  not  only  fine  musical  and  educational 
training  from  a most  capable  faculty,  but  also  new  and  lasting 
friendships  with  fellow  students  from  various  parts  of  the  country  as 
well  as  other  parts  of  the  world.  We  entered  the  front  door  as  indi- 
viduals, and  on  leaving  we  feel  a sense  of  unity  in  our  common  goal 
— the  propagation  of  musical  art. 

Reflecting  upon  these  years,  we  realize  the  many  happy  mem- 
ories that  we  shall  take  with  us  through  our  lives  after  leaving  the 
Conservatory.  The  echos  of  our  practicing  in  serious  moments  of 
study,  and  of  our  laughter  in  times  of  relaxation  we  leave  as  memen- 
tos and  retain  as  memories. 

We  have  developed  from  young  apprehensive  students  into 
mature  graduates  entering  the  active  musical  world  for  which  we 
have  prepared.  But  are  we  truly  graduates?  From  the  Conservatory, 
yes,  but  once  again  we  are  freshmen  — in  the  artistic  world,  and  the 
same  anxieties  we  felt  four  years  ago  we  again  face  as  we  now  move 
to  our  future  in  the  musical  fields  of  our  desire.
